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Reveiation In Spanish History.

Tue following review by the Liondon Afhenmm
of w collection of letters, despatches, and siate
papers relating to mepotiatiocs between Eng-
lsnd and Bpain, preserved in the archives of
Simancas and clsewhere, effted by G. A,
Bergenroth, and recently published in London,
conlains some curlous and interestiog Infor-
mation: —

Among the echolars employed under Lord

neglected materials for atrue history of England,
no man bas dope his work more bravely snd
thoroughly thun Mr. Bergenroth., Tuls gontie~
man was certainly lueky in the mine which he
had o explore.

Bergenroth bas tarned bhis great opportunities
yory good seconnt.
wln i\vﬁ_n volumes of Calandar, and in one
volume of Bupplement, he has opened these old
siate zecrets for forly yewrs—Irom the day of
Bosworth ield down to the date of Catharine's
quarrel with Wolsey, when the proud Cardinal
fir gt supgested to the Kwng o doubt of his mar-
riage being good in law,  For the first time weo
pee what kind of men and women many of these
rulers were, Harry of Richmond we kuew,
gince his portrait had been drawn in immorial
rose, These letters deepen the liues and
eighten the color of Lord Bacon's porirait of
Kivg Henry, but the porwsit réemains un-
chnoged in either outline or tink  Not so Far-
nando, Label, and Charles the Fitth, OF theso
princes we have now in our hands a new set of
etudies: and in future we shall need to haye
new portraits painted of these pringes for our
gnllery of greal men,

On two peinte of singalur mterest we meet in
thiese Calendars wilh o sarprize, which amouuts
1o n shock. In the first place, Mr, Bergearoth
fiuds reason to belleve that Queen Juana of
Castile, the Crazy Jane of romantic art, was
not mad; and, n the second place, that her
gister, Cathurine ol ArfZon, was, daring her
restdence at the English Court, as a young
widow, not allogethier blameless in hec private
life.

These eurlons points are worked oul in a Sup.
plement to the Calendsr, whereby hangs o tale,
Years ngo, when Mr. Bergenroth wns in the
enrly stage of his work of reading and copyiug
these secret records, e began Lo suspect thut
certaln pupers were being withheld from his
sight, and though he could notgoess how many,
he conld fairly poess with what purpose.
Having sought in viin to get from the men at
Bimancas freo access o the collection in their
charge, he wenl to Madrid, eaw minlsters, and
tried to persusde them that the throoe of Bpuin
could mot be shaken by the publication of a few
letters written four hundred years ago, Minis-
ters smiled, but Spaiu 18 aslow country; years
elapsed, and the Calendars were printed, befors
the orders from Madrid were practically obayed
at Simancas, and the papers, heretolore with-
held, were lald cn the table, Mr. Bergenroth
saw at a glance that his work required in many
points to be recast.  Partigl views had been
taken, fanlts of churvacter had been suppressed,

He had been lid to form a higher opinlon of
Isabel the Cathiolic than she deserved. He had
been induced to pass by some of the worst traits
ol Feruando, He had been absolutely decelved
as to the story of Queen Juuna, He had been
Eurpﬂsely kept in lguorante ol a charge made

¥y the Spani-h smbissador against Catharine,
Princess of Waies, What was he to do? All
these matlers touch us nearly; most of all the
matters of Queen Juann and Princess Catharine,
Juans eame within & thought of pelng Queen ot
England: nnd Catharine’s troubles were con-
nected with the nwakening of our religious life.
Mr. Bergenroth had no cholce. With all their
faults, his Calendars were in type, and he was
bound to add in a Supplement the new matter,
which corrected all that was amiss,

The new matter, belng very carlous and of
great moment, he has eiven at full length;
printivg the original records, with a translation
of such as are in old Spanish. [t was found 1m-
possible, however, to pat the whole of these

apers into plain Evglish speech. Bome purt of

'ray Diego's correspondence hos been veiled in
Latin, for men of science,

As every one kuows, Henry the Seventh,
rather late in life, proposed to marey Junua, the
youug and beautiful Queen of Cnstile, Tt is umi-
versully supposed thut when he offered nis nand
to Juana she was mad, and that the King kuew
she was mad, Hepce much odlum has been
heaped on Henry's head,

On this subject Mr. Bergeoroth has found
hundreds of letters from Queen Jouwng, (rom her
mother, from ber son, rom her daoghlers, as
well as from her jallors and domestie pricsts,
Al these letters he has printed io full, 50 that
the evidence onnwhich he rests his new opinion
is before the world. His jvlerence from the
facts s, thut she was not really insaue; her
confinement being the result of & plot between
her father and her son to rob her—in the inte-
rests of &  great political purpose—of tue
rights which belopgel to her by birth,

interited by birth and won by the sword, on a
siogle brow.

In two ways: the membesr
of her fumily might represent her as unsound
in faith; and they might represent her as un-
sound m mind, Either woold be s dreadful
thing for a man to do against bis ebild; but the
King bud no conkclence; and his desire o see
bhis country governed by one hend was the

o! Auetrin, the waa accuted ‘by her lum.ta of
Jeaning towards the new learmiog, They advived
her to take a Spunish monk into her contidence.
She kpew 1bat such a Fatber would be & =py.
and she declined thelr gift., They sald, And
truly, that ehe was growing to be rether French
in her religious sentiment; und it was ronested
to her disparazement that she preferred a doctor
from Paris rather than & friar trom  Yalladolid
sbout her court. Juann met these charges with
u patient smile, Hhe hnd pothlug lo say in
angwer, She neither defended her conduet nor
changed ber confessar. Philip was not mach of
u bigot; he scems to have respected, ‘and even
to have loved, hia wile; but he was poor in
urse, fond ol show, devoted to pleasure, and
onging to thrust his hands into the teemlo
coffers of Castile, In Pollip's poverty sn
eplendor Fernando foupd allles ngainst his wife,
When Isubel died, Fernando selzed the reins
in Qustile: asserting that his daoghter, the
pew queen, was ineapuble of governing her
Elate, and that the Inte gueen had willed him
to continue the government as before, For-
pando spread o report that Juana was not ooly
Insane, but that she wns kept a close prisoner
by her husband in the Low Countrles. Philip
molested against these calumales, both of
which he charged upon Fernando iu peraon, not
without cause; and to justify himsell by facts,
set out for Castile in company with his lovely
and spirited wife, At tirst Fernando threatened
to resist his entry into Spain; aud when Philip
refvsed to stand back, he proposed to rash at
him, like a OUnstilino bravo, with capa y spada
—with cloak and sword. On seelng wﬂn how
much enthusiasm bis daughter was recelved by
her people, n new idea strock him. Josna was
wopilar; Philip was not popular. In sugh o (act
iw saw his chavee, ‘hili{: wias not only n
stranger, wishiong to put his hands into Spanish
coflers, but was suspected by many puo{nle
on pceount of thow romors, false In the
main, of his having ill-used their Queen, Now
Ferduundo sought an ally in Pollip against
Jusns., Buch a combinution wns pol hard to
briug about, for Phalip, 4 man of coarse tastes
greedy of gain, ambitious In o bad sense, =:nrmi
very little for his young wife, the mother of his
heir, Don Carlos, and very much for a bevy of
fat Flemish beantics who pestered his court,
and cost him « great many doubloons, Tt
Philip conld be supplied with mopey for his
plessures, backed by o promise of power and
suow, be would not be the man to haggle sbout
terme, especinlly with his wife's own father,
Kvowing this well, Femmando sent word to
Fil'p that a party, headed by the famous
Don Berualdino de Velaeco, Constable of Case
tile, wus arming to expel them both, and to set
up thewr Queen Junua ns the sole ruler of
ber kingdom. Cardinal Ximeses, the bearer
of this nesspge, was 1o propose an lnlerview
between the two princes, at which they might
consider the means of 4 common defense apainst
Velasco; in other words, they were to contrive
how they could best rob the Queen of her just
rights, Ximenes was the man to mapnge such
a ireaty, and when Pollip conzended lo meet
his father-in-law for a secret parley, the Car.
dinal arranged the dotalls, The two kings met
at Villafagdla; Pbilip desbivg up in front of
& troop of horse, Fernando trotting meekly on
# donkey., They entered the village church
alome, Those keeping wautch at the door could
hear thelr voices, bat not their words, Fer-
nando spoke much, and in a deep, charged
volee; Phylip mused, uneasy and perpleged;
bot their talk, though 1t lasted long, came to
whut Philip thovght o happy end at last, The
King of Arngon scemed very humble in his
presence; and, with the exception of the youn
Queen's Insanity, gave wany to him on almos
every point, Feroando inslsted only that his
davghter was mad, and therefore nunfit to relen,
It wis a curious seeue, that in the small white
yvillage chureh; alike in the cloud of Castilian
horscmen, lounging outside in the sun; in the
strivg of humble asses; in the crowd of eager
lleteners, who could not eatch 4 word; in the
a1y old manand the mock-brilllant youth;:in the
tiogpel open before them on the communion-
tables in the papers of agreement to which they
occasionnlly put their hauds and seals, In this
church of Villafafila, so kindly provided for
them by a cardivsl, they arrapged that Phlip
was to iave, £o long as he lived, u great deal of
money and power, aod that Queen Juans shonld
be declared ineapable of governing her estates,
In fact, Phiiip was to tule as King Consorl—
e long as he fivedh Poor Philip | The two princes
boupnd themselves—first by oath on the holy
Gospels, alterwards by treatles properly drawn
nud signed—to take charge of the Queen's per-
son, and to resst by their united forees any
attempt to st up a government in her uame,
These sccret and ipiquitous treaties being
siened, Fernando made two moves in his game
- oue of which explained why he bad gone to
Villafeila on & donkey. First, he called Alma-
znn, the apostolic nolary, to his cloget, aund
tuld him that, in golog thiough the country
without his guard, he had fallen into the hands
of w ereat force, and
been compelled to sign a lreaty which his soul
abhorred,  The archduke, he added., was
tyraot snd usurper, whe kept the queen, his
wife, o prisoner; bat having, for his own part,
eicuped Irom Philip's power, he wished to
make o solemn prolest sguiust the treaties
which he had been made to sigo, and to declare
that be could never consent to hils denghter
being deprived of her liberty and her erown,
Almazan made pll 1his known in Rome and in
f 1endly couris, Then Fernnudo took leave of
his children, a3 he ealled them, Philip and
Junva, exhiorting them to love each other, and
to live together in peace, as a good husband and
wife =hould do., Then he galled for Naples, in
order to show the whole world thut his words
were sincere, and thut he would not meddle suy
more with siluire ol government in Castile,
Betore leaviug for Naples, Fernando sent

| secrel agent, oue Moges Ferrers, to Philip: avd

one week witer his arrival at court, Ph.lip was
depd, No one doubted that he had been poi-
soned; no one doubts it now. A few weeks itter
leaving Villaiadlh on g donkey, Fernando
reaped the sole advantage of that treaty which
Lie bad sigued gnd denovnoed. His daughter
wue considered insape, sud tnenpable of raline.
He was the gsamipistrator of her kKingdom in the
interest of his grandson, Carlos, alterwards to be
known us Chatles the Fifth.

From this time, Queen Jaans was a prisoner—
firsl in the hands of ner father, atterwards in
the bunds of Ler son. By order of these

vinees she was shut up with her jailors wud
ier pricete-—she was never nllowed to see the
outslde worid—:he was not sullered to speak
with a strange person—she was carried through
the country in midulght journeys—she was
condemned to the eompauionship.-of her hus-
bund's eorpse.  Even ot thig last horrible detail
there seems to be bardly any doubt. Noevidence
I8 tound In these state papers that Juana volun-
tarily clung to the dead body of Pullip. Some
evidemee to the comrary is found, The dead
body was the ivstiument by which Fernando
upd Charles imposed on the lenorant Commons
iu ldea of the Queen's madness—a midolght
cortege, with funerul torches und trains of
mouks belug no bad coutrivance for impress.
iug the fwagivation of u superstitious and
romantic people. Pbilip's body was kept for
many years in a chapel of the Convent of Sauta
Clags. Joana very often expressed a wish to
vigit the convent, Blhe never once, of her own
will, desired to see the chapel, much less the
corpee,  In tsct, the whole allair wonld seem to
have been a fraud, sad Crazy Jave a fctitious
fgure, inveoted by Peroando, sud continued
by Charles the Fifth,

On the second subject illustrated by these
Bimanens papers—the private 1ife of Catharine
of Aragon ms Princess of Wales—we are in-
clined to think, and we feel happy in being
able to suy it, Mr. Bergenroth has not been so
suocessful as in the fArst, He found evidence
in Spain which cerfainly seems o imply toat
Cathurine led u life at the English Court, after
Prinee Artbur's death oot altogether free from
repronch, His case appears at firat sight strong,
Papere are kepl back from him al Bimancas,
The fact er susplolon.  The documents
withheld from bis sight musf contain something
black, Wher™ he hold of them, be fluds
that the mutter is black—npo less than & charge,
made openly and more than ouce by the b
ambassador In Londou, thay Cathiarine, in her
conduot lowards her conl o mounk of low
birth and bad reputalion, is 'bchmng 4 AR

weoll be slartled by stuch & plece of news, Pu
was po ordinar mﬁnl. like the maay lnfa-
mous slorles told agalnst Queen Blizabatn nud
Mary of Soots, wineh: coald be farly im-
puted to political and reiefous hate, It was
nok the invention of a political conemy, of &
religions rival, Troe or false, the accusation
was inunched by oneof Cathatine’sgwn country-
men; by an offieisl person, who was her tather's
seryant, 1L wae not given 10 the world; it was
not meant e do her hmro; b was reported to
her own yarents oply, snd in & confidential
olphér, Whether tene or falae, the repoirt of
unbecomibg conduot on Oathering's part was
evidenily covaidered by the Bpaniah archivists
fs damaying 1o trc fume of their royal houase,

Yet, despile all these appearances against
her, we coustder the Princess Catberioe to
have been more sinned neajust than sin-
ning. Hear conjetsor, Falher Fernaundez, was
one of those proud and lgnorant monks of her
country who exslted their offics beyond all
bounds, He thought himszelf the Arst man ln
the Prinoess’ household: and when Fuoeosslida,
Knight Commander of Meémbrilla, came to
London as Spanish ambassador, the proud
monk and the baughty bidalgo began to spar,
Fuensalida could mot bear the lellow’s inso-
lenee. Fernandez took his own course with his
penitent; =0 that the ambassador soou found
his reiations with the Princess aavthing bat

leaspnt: At first Faoenpsalida complained to
rlm Kiog his master that Father Feroandez
exercised a bad jofluence over his daughter, and
recommended that he should be recalled from o
post which be abused. Catharive took the con-
lessor’s part m this guareel—calling the Father
her best friend and wisest councillor in her
troubles, and throwing the blame of everything
that was wrong on the ambasasdor. Then,
Fuensalida threw out hinis that the monk was
abusing the confidence of his mistress in more
ways than one. In fuet, he sald, the Father was
a bad man, goiity of many sing, and that the
Princess was not much better than the monk.
Of what Fososalida meant to soggest there can
be no doubt whatever: and the Spani:h archi-
vists appear to have thought that pavers which
contain these detalls were unfil for the eyes of
English heretics and enemles, But we think
they prove no more than that an unseemly
quarrel took place between a Bpanish 'riar and
a Spanish am dor: that these eminent per-
sonuges abosed ench other in good set torme:
and that in their hate and violence they pre.
sumed to hint at things aboul the royal lady,
whose honor it was thelr daty to guard from
evil tongues, for which they hnd no grounds,

We think the papers now produced prove
nothing worse against Catharine than a good
deal of haste and temper; and we rejolee to
think that this scandalous imputation on her
credit comes to us, not from An English source,
but from the royal archives and seccet ciphers
of her native land,

The Origin of Forcelnin.

An apothecary's aeg'stant at Berlin, John
Frederick Botcher by name, being suspected
of alchemy, fled thenee to Dredden, where the
Elector, believing him possessed of the secrels
ol the transmutation ol base metsls, and thew
converslon into gold; placed bm in the laboras-
tory, spnd uuder tbhe close surveillnonce of
Techirnhaus, who wus seeking for the universal
medicine. [t was here that the coutents of some
crucibles, ‘arl-rmrv[l for alcuemical pnrposes,
npexpectedly nssumed the appgurance of Orien-
tal poreelain, which bad been introduoced into
Europe Irom Cnina, after the voyage of the
Portuguese navigators aronnd the Cape ot Good
Hope; and which was even then much prized
by and only in possession of the wenlthy,
Auvgustus I1 appreciated the importaunce ot the
digscovery of Botteler, and removed him to the
Castle Albrechtsburg, at Meissen, where, with
an officer 49 A coustant attendant, he wus pro-
vided with every comfort and luxuary, and with
every facility for research, till in 1709 the white
porceluin was produced: and in the succeeding
year the grest manutactory at Meissen was
established, with Bottcher as director.

The secret thus discovered, was carefully and
jealously guarded; strnict irdunctions with re-
spect 10 secrecy were enjoined upoun the
workmen, The establishment m the cnstle wns
o complete fortress; the porteulifs raised veither
day nor night; and no strauger allowed to enter,
whatever the preteuse, The chief inspector
aud sl under him were sworn to the closest
sllence, with the punishment ol impriscnment
tor life attached for divulgivg aueht conaected
with the manufacture, Everywhere arouud the
esteblishment was the waruisg motto—*'Be
Becret until Deatb,”

Despite these lnjunctions and precautions,
and even before Hottcher’s death, which oc-
curred in 1719, one of the foremen escaped from
the munufactory, and, going to Vienna, was
cordially received by Cnarles VI, and granted
the exclusive privilege of manutacture for
twenty-five years, Thence the process, so long
n secret, spread over Barope, aud the art,
relleved from its crampiog restrictions, and
with the mmcentive of rivally among vurious
manufne vrers, assamed its proper lmportance,
and made its products avallable to ull classes, —
